Superintendent  of  Schools'  Report 


To  the  Superintending  School  Committee  of  Mount 
Vernon : 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  school  law, 
I  herewith  submit  to  you,  and  to  the  citizens  of  Mt. 
Vernon,  my  third  annual  report,  which  is  for  the  mu- 
nicipal year  1920-21. 

The  number  of  persons  in  town  April  1,  1920,  be- 
tween the  ages  of  5  and  21  years  was  167,  a  decrease 
of  five  from  the  previous  year.  The  enrollment  for 
the  fall  term  was  as  follows:  Common  school,  113  pu- 
pils; high  school,  18  pupils,  the  latter  group  of  pupils 
of  course  was  out  of  town  as  our  high  school  was 
closed. 

HIGH  SCHOOL 

When  fall  came,  as  it  seemed  unwise  to  your  school 
committee  to  try  to  maintain  a  high  school  this  year, 
they  voted  to  close  it  for  one  year.  Under  the  present 
school  laws,  state  aid  can  be  drawn  for  support  of  high 
school  only,  provided  at  least  one  year's  work  of  a 
standard  secondary  course  is  offered.  The  Junior  High 
school  arrangement,  which  at  the  present  is  the  only 
class  for  which  a  town  of  our  size  can  qualify,  can  in- 
clude one  or  two  of  the  upper  grammar  grades  but  it 
must  include  at  least  one  class  who  are  pursuing  a 
standard  secondary  course.  At  that  time  there  was  a 
balance  of  only  $76.00  in  the  high  school  account. 
There  seemed  to  be  only  three  or  four  students  who 
could  be  depended  upon  to  make  up  the  class  for  reg- 
ular high  school  work,  which  was  necessary  to  qualify 
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for  state  aid.  A  teacher  qualified  to  teach  this  class 
which  had  already  completed  one  year's  work  of  a 
standard  secondary  course  would  cost  at  least  $900. 
Under  these  conditions  it  seemed  best  that  these  pu- 
pils should  attend  some  other  school  and  that  the  other 
class  should  complete  their  elementary  school  course 
in  the  common  school. 

Some  action  relative  to  this  matter  must  be  taken 
at  the  annual  town  meeting.  In  the  class  that  will 
complete  the  common  school  and  the  next  class  that 
will  be  promoted  to  the  upper  grammar  grade  this 
spring,  there  appears  to  be  16  or  18  candidates  who 
would  be  eligible  for  Junior  High  school  next  fall.  I 
would  recommend  that  the  town  raise  a  sum  of  money 
for  this  purpose  and  authorize  the  committee  to  re- 
open the  school  in  the  fall  if  conditions  at  that  time 
warrant.  As  tuition  will  be  required  on  some  of  these 
pupils  another  fall,  if  no  high  school  is  maintained  it 
would  seem  to  be  good  business  to  re-open  the  school, 
keep  these  pupils  at  home,  remove  the  upper  class  from 
the  common  school  and  at  the  same  time  draw  regular 
state  aid. 

COMMON  SCHOOLS 

Our  children  are  so  widely  scattered  that  it  has  be- 
come oftentimes  a  difficult  problem  to  ascertain  what 
schools  should  be  maintained  and  which  ones  should 
be  closed.  We  haven't  pupils  enough  nor  money  enough 
to  maintain  schools  in  all  of  our  schoolhouses.  There 
is  a  tendency  among  some  of  our  townspeople  to  want 
the  school  nearest  their  home  maintained  regardless 
of  how  great  a  distance  children  in  some  other  parts 
of  the  town  may  be  forced  to  ride,  or  walk,  to  get  to  a 
school.  It  has  been  the  policy  of  your  school  commit- 
tee with  what  funds  were  available,  to  maintain 
schools  in  those  places  which  would  accommodate  the 
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greatest  number  of  children  and  which  would  incon- 
venience the  fewest.  We  have  been  short  of  funds.  At 
one  time  it  seemed  as  if  we  were  going  to  lack  three 
or  four  hundred  dollars  but  by  practicing  rigid  econ- 
omy— in  some  cases  perhaps  too  rigid — and  by  being 
fortunate  in  avoiding  any  extra  expense  we  came  out 
better  than  we  expected  to. 

With  the  arrival  of  several  children  at  West  Mt.  Ver- 
non, one  family  of  which  moved  in  on  Morton's  flat, 
it  became  necessary  to  open  a  school  in  that  place  this 
fall.  By  opening  the  Currier  school  one  conveyance 
team  was  able  to  accommodate  the  children  in  that  vi- 
cinity who  were  too  far  away  from  school  to  walk. 
The  "Dunn"  school  was  closed  and  the  six  pupils  left 
there  have  been  attending  the  Wing  school.  This  build- 
ing was  thoroughly  remodeled  last  year.  The  enroll- 
ment there  this  year  has  been  18  pupils  and  with  the 
same  teacher  in  charge,  Mrs.  Belle  Frost,  who  has  been 
there  now  for  four  years,  most  commendable  work  has 
been  done.  The  Pinkham  children  have  moved  out  of 
town  and  the  same  tuition  arrangements  for  Cecil 
Freer  in  Readneld  and  for  the  Piper  children  and  Ken- 
neth Bickford  in  Belgrade  have  been  continued  as  ex- 
isted last  year. 

The  children  from  the  Robinson  school  have  been 
conveyed  to  the  village  the  same  as  last  year.  The  clos- 
ing of  the  high  school  has  left  this  school  with  more, 
grades  than  one  teacher  can  handle  to  the  best  advan- 
tage. Re-opening  the  high  school  would  benefit  this 
school  to  a  marked  degree  by  reducing  the  number  of 
grades. 

During  the  fall  and  winter  one  school  each  term  has 
been  in  charge  of  an  out-of-town  teacher,  all  the  oth- 
ers have  been  in  charge  of  local  teachers.  Geography 
study  this  year  has  been  made  much  more  interesting 
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by  the  introduction  of  new  books  containing  the 
changes  brought  about  by  the  World  War. 

On  the  last  day  of  the  winter  term  all  the  teachers 
and  pupils  from  the  different  schools  joined  together 
in  holding  a  public  exhibit  and  teachers'  institute  in 
Odd  Fellows'  hall  at  the  village.  In  the  forenoon  each 
school  appeared  with  an  exhibit  of  handwork  and 
school  exercises  of  different  kinds  which  was  placed  on 
display.  A  get-together  dinner  was  served  at  noon, 
after  which  the  remainder  of  the  day  was  given  over 
to  the  program.  This  was  made  up  of  songs,  recita- 
tions, drills  and  other  exercises  by  children  from  the 
different  schools.  Mr.  Josiah  Taylor,  State  agent  for 
secondary  schools,  gave  a  most  interesting  address  and 
several  of  the  teachers  read  papers  and  gave  talks  on 
different  subjects.  Everyone  voted  the  affair  a  success 
and  went  home  wishing  that  we  might  gather  oftener 
in  meetings  of  this  sort. 


Your  superintending  school  committee  recommends 
the  following  appropriations  that  are  needed  for  next 
year: 


More  money  is  needed  for  common  schools.  We  have 
been  carrying  an  overdraft  in  this  account  now  for 
over  three  years.  The  teacher  shortage  is  still  acute 
and  we  can't  possibly  hope  for  a  sufficient  number  of 
satisfactory  teachers  for  two  or  three  years  yet.  There

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are  no  experienced  teachers  available.  For  the  four 
towns  in  this  school  union  only  three  new  teachers  this 
year  could  be  secured  out  of  town  who  had  any  teach- 
ing experience.  All  the  other  vacancies  had  to  be 
filled  with,  beginners.  The  amount  recommended  is 
just  enough  to  maintain  those  schools  which  are  now 
open.  If  more  schools  have  to  be  opened  more  money 
will  need  to  be  raised. 

An  increase  of  $150  is  recommended  in  the  High 
school  account.  It  will  be  utterly  impossible  to  secure 
a  teacher  without  the  necessary  funds.  When  other 
positions  are  offering  the  wages  they  are  at  the  pres- 
ent time  it  is  folly  to  expect  to  get  a  suitable  teacher 
for  less  than  $850.00  or  $900.00. 

Our  high  school  tuition  account  is  overdrawn  more 
than  $225.00.  The  expense  depends  entirely  on  the 
number  of  pupils  and  can  not  be  reduced.  It  will  be 
the  same  whether  the  town  appropriates  $5.00  or 
$500.00.  The  only  sane  thing  to  do  is  to  appropriate 
enough  money  to  pay  the  bills  when  they  come  due. 
The  other  recommendations  are  all  the  same  as  last 
year  in  spite  of  the  high  price  of  labor  and  material. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation 
to  the  citizens  of  Mt.  Vernon  for  the  courtesies  ex- 
tended me  during  the  past  year.

Report  of  School  Physician 


A  careful  examination  of  the  school  children  in  this 
town  reveals  the  fact  that  there  are  at  present  fewer 
cases  of  nasal  obstruction  and  of  unremedied  eye  de- 
fects than  in  any  previous  year ;  also  that  the  teeth  are 
being  kept  in  better  condition.  The  usual  skin  affec- 
tions have  been  less  noticeable  in  most  of  the  schools. 

As  a  rule,  we  have  observed  that  notices  to  parents 
recommending  the  removal  of  tonsils  and  adenoids, 
visit  to  the  oculist,  and  any  other  indicated  procedure, 
have  received  prompt  and  careful  consideration — all  of 
which  has  been  most  gratifying  to  your  medical  inspec- 
tor. 

It  is  also  true  that  if  every  teacher  should  study  her 
pupils  with  the  idea  of  detecting  any  abnormality  of 
whatever  nature  and  should  send  the  suspected  child 
to  the  school  physician  for  examination,  much  more 
real  benefit  could  be  gained  from  our  system  of  medi- 
cal inspection  than  is  possible  in  the  one  or  two  annual 
visits  to  the  schools. 

The  advice  of  your  school  physician  is  absolutely  dis- 
interested, and  is  wholly  for  the  best  good  of  the  child 
concerned ;  as  the  latter  is  in  every  instance  referred  to 
the  regular  family  physician  for  treatment,  and  indeed 
it  is  more  often  only  the  specialist  who  derives  any  fi- 
nancial benefit  thereby.  All  of  which  is  meant  to  show 
that  the  value  of  school  inspection  is  dependent  greatly 
upon  the  cooperation  of  teacher  and  parent  with  the 
physician,  and  to  point  out  that  the  benefits  of  such  in-

spection  will  be  directly  proportionate  to  the  advantage 
which  is  taken  of  the  opportunities  afforded.
